Thieves Thought to Have 
Escaped With Third Man 


in Auto. 


The Stone Bros. Jewelry Co. 
branch at 2647 Cherokee street 
was robbed of jewelry valued at 
$10,000 by two holdup men shortly 


before 10 a. m. today. Eight per- 
sons were forced to lie on: the floor 
in the cashier’s cage. 

The estimate of the loot was 
made by Max Stone, president of 
the company, which operates three 
other stores. The robbers also took 
$100 in cash but overlooked $500 
which represented Friday’s and 
Saturday’s receipts. 

One robber ran into the store 
with a drawn revolver and hurried 
to the back. The other, also 
armed, stopped to round up em- 
ployes in the front. Isidore Gold- 
berg, manager; Walter Buddemey- 
er, watchmaker; Ben Roman and 
Theodore Voss, clerks; Miss Ruth 
Shearer, cashier, and Herman 
Rochman, visiting Roman, were 
herded into the cashier's cage. 

“Get down on the floor or we'll 
kill you!” one robber ordered. 

With one holdup man acting as 

guard, the other went through the 
safe, cash drawer, display cases 
and finally the show window. His 
companion told him he was “taking 
a chance” in looting the show win- 
dow, but he only answered, as he 
dropped diamond rings and watches 
into a bag, “If they get tough, just 
let them have it!” 
Two customers, Miss Lucille 
Borgman, 2115 Menard street, and 
a man entered. The robber in 
front said, “Hello!” to them and 
then ordered them into the cage. 
“Don’t move for five minutes,” the 
holdyp men said in leaving. “It 
will take us that long to get a 
cab.” They are thought to have 
escaped with an uccomplice in an 
automobile as a horn sounded out- 
side the store. They were de- 
scribed as being neatly dressed and 
both more than 30 years old. 

The store was robbed of $20,000 
worth of jewelry April 22, 1926, by 
four men. 


MAN ACQUITTED OF PERJURY 
KILLS HIMSELF IN NEW YORK 


L. H. Willard Accused but Cleared 
After Testifying in Seabury 
Inquiry.

NEW YORK, April 24.—Attorney 
Irving Ben Cooper announced to- 
day that Louis H. Willard, a wit- 
ness in the Seabury legislative in- 
vestigation of New York and re- 
cently acquitted of perjury, had 
committed suicide in the Hotel New 
Yorker. 

Cooper, who was_Willard’s attor- 
ney in the perjury trial, said that 
when he reached his office’ this 
morning he found a note from Wil- 
lard which indicated intent to com- 
mit suicide. Hurrying to the hotel, 
notified police and, with a detective, 
entered the room where Willard’s 
body was found. Apparently Wil- 


| lard had taken poison. 


Willard’s indictment followed his 
testimony in the Seabwry hearings 
against William J. Flynn, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works in the 
Bronx. He told the investigators

“We must not entef into a race 
to cheapen money or to depreciate 
currencies,” said the Democratic 
floor leader in the Senate, who rep- 
résented President Roosevelt as 
the principal speaker before pub- 
lishers from all parts of the coun- 


— — it may be helpful 
for the executive to attempt to se- 
cure international treaties or 
agreements designed to end the 
race to depreciate currencies, for 
until this is done and currencies 
are stabilized, our producers and 
our merchants will be handicapped 
and suffer loss through the dimi- 
nution of exports and the increase 
of imports on the part of the Unit- 
ed States. 


Purpose.of Legislation. 

“It is to implement the President 
for these negotiatiations that the 
legislation under discussion is 
sought, as well as to provide for 
prompt expansion of credit to the 
extent found imperative in behalf 
of our commerce and trade, 

“Congress cannot cafry on 
necessary negotiatiéns. It will 
strengthen the President if he is 
given the authority, even though 
it must be used prudently and only 
as a last recourse to Save our peo- 
ple from prolonged depression and 
complete disaster.” 

Before entering into arguments 
to justify the proposed controlled 
inflation and credit expansion, Rob- 
inson’ told the publishers’ that 
Washington, with its extra session 
of Congress in full swing, had “be- 
come the world’s greatest news 
center.” 

“The responsibilities of those who 
sit in the press galleries of the two 
Houses,” he asserted, “are scarce- 
ly less weighty than those which 
weigh down upon Senators and 
Representatives. Upon the manner 
and spirit in which the proceedings 
are presented to the public b 
news writers depend the restora- 
tion of confidence and the revival 
of business almost to the same ex- 
tent as upon the terms of the meas- 
ures that are being advanced.” 


Correct Reports Nééessary. 

President Roosevelt, he added, re- 
gretted that the “intense pressure 
of public affairs prevents him from 
contributing his presence and 
thoughts to the interest and success 
of this notable occasion.” . 

“The Associated Press and its 
representatives,” he continued, 
“have generally recognized their 
duty and are continuously devoting 
their efforts to the dissemination 
of accurate information essential 
to a proper understanding of thosé 
remote from the scene of the leg- 
islative contests now in progréss.

Necessary to Experiment. 

Robinson said that to “continue 
the policies of indecision” under 
which hard times had arisen “un- 
doubtedly must have perpetuated 
the overpowering and all-extensive 
depression.” 

“Tt became necessary,” he said, 
“to experiment; to steer the ship 
of state on a new course, even 
though the course might not be 
fully charted.”

“Already economies are in sight 
which will reduce the annual Fed- 
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eral budget by nearly a billion dol- 
lars,” he said.

Discusses Inflation Proposals. 

Robinson discussed inflation pro- 
posal in detail. He said the first 
section looking to expansion of $3,- 
000,000,000 of credit through open 
market operations of the Federal 
Reserve system as “safeguarded by 
the authority of the Réserve Board, 
with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, to require the re- 
serve banks to take such action as 
may be necéssary to prevent un- 
due credit expansion.” 

The second feature authorizing 
issuance of $3,000,000,000 in Trea- 
sury notes in event the first sec- 
tion did not prove adequate, hd 
said, required the “annual cancel- 
ation of four per cert of the out- 
standing notes.” 

“This, with a balanced budget,” 
he emphasized, “canriot be con- 
demned as imprudért or uncon- 
trolléd expansion of credit.” 


Change in Gold Dollar. 


“The third and fourth parts of 
the contemplated inflation mea- 
sure,” he said, “have relation to the 
monetary stafidard, anid, among 
other things, authorizes the Presi- 
dent, if his investigation proves it 
necessary, to secure by internation- 
al agreemeénts stabilization at prop- 
er levels of the currencies of for- 
eign Governments for the protec- 
tion of our commerce and credit 
against the dépreciation of the cur- 
rencies of such Governments, to fix 
by proclamation the weight of the 
gold dollar, the weight of such gold 
dollar to be the standard unit of 
value. All forms of money issued 
or coined by the United States must 
be maintained at a parity with 
this standard.” 

Noting that this provision had 
been assailed as unconstitutional, 
since Congress had the sole power 
to coin money and regulate its 
value, Robinson gaid: ‘fy 

“It may be pointed out that the 
rule to govern the President’s ae- 
tion is defined. He can proceed 
only after investigation and find- 
ing. The gold content of the dol 
lar can only bé changed when it 
is found nécessary to protect the 
commerce of the United States 
against the adverse effect of de- 
preciated foreign currencies. . 


“As in the flexiblé tariff case, the 
authority of the chief executive, as 
the agent of Congress, to proclaim 
changes is limited to 50 per cent of 
the present weight of the gold dol- 
ed to 50 per cent of 
the duties in the tariff law.” 


No Competition in Depreciation. 


Aside from the constitutional is- 
sue, Robinson said: 

“We cannot énter intd competi- 
tion with othér Governments in 
the depreciation of currencies. This 
is not intended or contemplated. 

“The first and immédiate pur 
pose of the legislation is to ém- 
power the Presidént to negotiate 
effectively for the stabilization of 
those foreign currendiés, which, by 
reason of depreciation, have given 
the Governmefits issuing them 
great advantagé, ndt only in for- 
éign kets, but also in the mar- 
kets the United States, over 
American producers and manufac- 
turérs. 

“There is no intention to go into 
the reasons and causes which un- 
derlie the advantages which our 
compétitors enjoy respecting com- 
merce, It is sufficiént to say here 
that it is generally conceded that

On the matter of the proposed 
new 14 standard parities the 
French attitude was looked upon 
here as vastly important. France 
now stands virtually alone on the 
gold standard, with the recent de 
parture of the Unitéd Statés, and 
has announced its intention of re- 
maining there. 

After the meeting of .the Presi- 
dent, MacDonald and their experts 
last night, this joint statement was 
issued by the White House: 

“The Presidént and Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald had a further meeting 
this evening at which the Sercre- 
tary of State, the British Ambassa- 
dor and American and British ex- 
perts weré present. Some of ‘he 
subjects generally outlined at Sat- 
urday’s meeting were explored in 
further detail. The discussions 
centered around the monetary as- 
pects of the agenda of the worid 
economic conference. 

“After a helpful exchange of 
views it was arranged that a fur- 
ther discussion between the experts 
should take place at the office of 
the Secretary of State on Monday 
morning ‘at 11, preliminary to a 
further conference with the Presi- 
dent and Mr. MacDonald on Mon- 
day afternoon at 3:30.” : 
«Returning from the trip together 
on the Potomac this statement was 
issued: 

“Today was occupied in a thor- 
ough survey of the business of che 
disarmament conference at Geneva. 
It was felt by both the President 
and the Prime Minister that the 
restiits of the day’s convérsations 
would considerably advance thé 
prospects of the success, both of 
the disarmament conference and of 
the international,economic confer- 
encé. The President will continue 
the dis¢ussions of the disarmament 
problems with Herriot.” 

Speculation on Plans. 


From the two meetings there de- 
veloped the idea that a new world 
gold ratio between 30 and 40 per 
cent as a reserve for currency was 
at least discussed for. possible in- 
clusion in a general scheme.

Senator Hayden (Dem.), Arizona, 
visited the State Department today 
to enlist support of his amendmént 
to the pending inflation bill to in- 
crease from $100,000,000. to $250,- 
000,000 the amount which would be 
accepted in silver in paymént of 
the war debts. 
Hayden said that, including 


amounts now in default, $325,000,- 


000 is due in debt payments in the 
next year, the period to which thé 
silver proposal would be: limited. 

He said that the $100,000,000 fig- 

ure would be insufficient to grant 
all debtor nations an equal. priv- 
ilege of paying in silver, 
“ He pointed out that in fixing the 
$100,000,000 figure the framers of 
the administration bill intended to 
make it easier for Great Britain to 
meet its payments, since India 
owes Great Britain $81,000,000. 

Calling attention to India’s sil- 
‘ver obtained from melting up its 
coinage to adopt the gold stand- 
ard, Hayden said that by accept- 
ing silver the United States’ would 
make it possible for $81,000,000 of 
the British debt to be paid to the 
United States by an India-to-Brit- 
ain transaction without any bur- 
den on the British taxpayer. 

At the samé time, and of mést 
importance to American silver pro- 
ducers, he said, the _ transaction 
would take off the market a large 
quantity of the Indian silver which 
has tended to impair the stability 
of the price of the white metal. 

This stabilizing influence, he ar- 
gued, would be proportionately 
greater if the amount accepted 
wére~ $250,000,000 instead 6f $100,- 
000,000. 

Hull’s View of Probablé Working

IN HIS HAND SHOT 
BY POLIGEMAN 


Joseph Novack Seriously 


Wounded After Officer 


Gets Report of Beer Flat 
_ Holdup. 


Joseph Novack, 29 years old, was 
shot and wounded seriously early 
yesterday by Probationary Patrok 
man John Laughlin in the rear of 
1446 Hogan street as he and a 
young woman were leaving a beer 
flat. 

Laughlin reported he had gone 
there when told a holdup was in 
progress. He found Novack, pistol 
in hand, leaving with the woman 
by the back steps. 

The policeman ordered him to 
drop the weapon and hold up his 
hands. Instead, Novack backed up 
against the wall, still holding the 
pistol, and the woman sprang in 


‘front of him. At a word from No- 


vack, Laughlin said, she dropped to 
her knees. 

At that moment the policeman 
fired one shot, which struck No- 
vack in the right side of his chest 
and passed out his back. The wom- 
an fled. Novack was taken to City 
Hospital, refusing to make a state- 
ment. Later he declared he was 
unarmed when shot. He is a foun- 
dry worker and lives at 1710 Mad- 
ison street. 

Laughlin had been sent to the 
Hogan street address by Philip 
Smith, who operates a restaurant 
at 2624 North Fifteenth street. 
Smith said he was in the beer flat 
on the second floor at 1446 Hogan 
street when Novack and the woman 
arrived there about 3:40 a.m. No- 
vack, he said, had a pistol in his 
hand, and Smith, anticipating a 
robbery, ran out. 

He found Laughlin on the corner 
of Cass avenue and Hogan street 
Laughlin called the Carr Street 
District for assistance and ran to 
the fiat. 

Police who arrived after the 
shooting in response to Laughlin’s 
call, were told by Mills Randolph, 
operator of the resort, that there 
had been no holdup. Randolph 
said he had seen no pistol in No- 
vack’s hand. 

Randolph, who had a permit to 
sell non-intoxicating beer, was held 
when police reported finding home 
brew and a pint of whisky on the 
premises. <A technical charge of 
flourishing a deadly weapon was 
placed against Novack.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 24.— 
Joint conference committees of the 
Senate and House today continued 


struggling with differences of opin- 
ion between the two hotises on 


items in two of the principal ap- | 


propriation bills for 1933 and 1934, 
after being unable to reach an 
agreement in conferences all day 
yesterday. 

Legislative leaders are not cer- 
tain whether the legislative work 
of the session can be completed by 
tonight, due to the controversy 
over the appropriations. 

All. but six of the appropriation 
bills have been finally passed. The 
six were thrown back into confer- 
ence Saturday night, after rejec- 
tion of reports of conference com- 
mittees previously appointed. Agree- 
ments were reached yesterday on 
four of the bills, subject to approval 
by the two houses, 

Many Members Have Gone. 

The controversy largely is over 
the relief and deficiency bill, car- 
rying $2,939,000 in miscellaneous 
departmental and relief appropria- 
tions, and the civil list bill, which 
carries $4,524,000 in appropriations 
for the courts, the departments of 
elective State officials and several 
of the larger appointive State de- 
partments, including the Public 
Service Commission. 

House members who are fighting 
against a sharp reduction made by 
the Senate in the proposed appro- 
priation for the Public Service 
Commission declare they will block 
the passage of the bill until the 
cut is rescinded, charging the re- 
duction is a move by opponents of 
the commission to “hamstring” it 
and curtail its rate investigation 
work in 1933 and 1934. 

Many of the-House members have 
gone home, and it will be possible 
for a small group to block passage 
of any bill by the House, unless 
the absent members are brought 
back. 

House Refuses to Concur. 

The House voted $883,373 for the 
commission, including $750,000 for 
valuation and rate investigation 
work, the latter amount to be 
chargeable against fees collected 
from utilities under investigation. 
The Senate cut the total authoriza- 
tion to $597,500, of which $471,000 
was for valuation and rate work. 
The House refused to concur in the 
amendment. 

A conference committee report 
recommending adoption of the Sen- 
ate amendment as to the Commis- 
sion was rejected Saturday night, 
after a bitter fight, in which Rep- 
resentative Lay of Benton County, 
and Munger of Scott County, 
charged some -of the utilities were 
attempting to dominate the com- 
mission. 

Rejection of the report, accom- 
panied by declarations of support- 
ers of the commission that they 
would stay here indefinitely unless 
the commission reduction was with- 
drawn, forced abandonment by leg- 
islative leaders of their plan to con- 
tinue in session all Saturday night, 
in an effort to conclude the legis- 
lative work by yesterday. 

No agreemeént on the commission 
fund was reached in the sessions of 
the new Conference Committee yes- 
terday. One proposal to restore 
$130,000 of the $285,875 reduction 
was rejected.

ITALIAN FINANCE MINISTER 
URGES ADJUSTMENT OF DEBTS 


Says Transfers Cannot Exceed Pos- 
sibilities Without Shattering 
Economic Coherence of World. 

ROME, April 24.—Finance Minis- 
ter Guido Jung, Italy’s delegate to 
the economic discussions in Wash- 
ington, in an interview on the eve 
of his departure for the United 
States told the Associated Press 
last night he had two fundamental 
points of view. , 

First, the necessity of political 
action to prepare the atmosphere 
for economic reconstruction, and, 

Second, adjustment in interna- 
tional payments so as not to exceed 
the transfer possibilities of nations 
that have such transfers to effect. 
Jung will go to Genoa, where he 
will embark for the United States 
tomorrow. 

“The courage and the sense of 
realism that the President has dem- 
onstrated in confronting internal 
questions of a financial and eco- 
nomic nature are a good augury 
for these conversations,” Jung said. 
“The world, indeed, has a need 
for courage and a sense of reality 
in order to carry out economic re- 
construction. 

“Two points seem preliminary to 
any economic and financial recon- 
struction. One was summed up by 
Prime Minister Mussolini when he 
said that less difficult times coula 
be ushered in ‘if politicz] action 
will know how to prepare the way 
for an economic revival by re-estab- 
lishing the fundamental element, 
confidence in the future.

BRITISH REPORT DRAGS UP 
OLD TOPIC OF REPUDIATION 


Refers to Action of Mississippi Be- 
fore Civil War, in Discussing 
Revision Debts. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 24-—The old re- 
pudiated debts of some states of the 
United States was reopened today 
in the fifty-ninth annual report of 
the British Corporation of Foreign 
Bondholders, in which the name 
of President Roosevelt was men- 
tioned. 

The report said holders of repu- 
diated American bonds “may well 
recall the words recently used by 
President Roosevelt in another con- 
nection: ‘These debts were actually 
loans made under the distinct un- 
derstanding and with the intention 
that they would be repaid.’” 

The report also said: “The Coun- 
cil is informed that two politicians 
of the debt repudiating State of 
Mississippi, Senator Pat Harrison 
and Representative Collier, are con- 
spicuous at Washington as uncom- 
promising opponents of any remis- 
sion of contractual foreign govern- 
mental indebtedness in the present 
world crisis. Attention has been 
drawn repeatedly in the American 
press to the inconsistency of the 
principles which they enunciate 
with the practice of their State in 
continuing to repudite their own 
bonds, millions of which have been 
held in foreign countries since long 
before the Civil War.” 
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NEW APOSTOLIC DELEGATE 
TO WASHINGTON CONSECRATED

ROME, April 24.—Megr. 
Giovanni Cicognani, apostolic dele- 
gate to Washington, received his 
Episcopal consecration yesterday 
from the hands of Cardinal Raf- 
faello Carlo Rossi, secretary of the 
Consistorial Congregation. 

Mgr. Cicognani thus became tit- 
ular Archbishop of Laodiosa di 
Frigia, which was once a See of 
Phrygia, Asia Minor. 

The consecration ceremony was 
held in the American Church of 
Santa Susanna, in the presence of 
many American prelates, clergy and 
laity, including Paulist Father 
Thomas O'Neill of San Francisco, 
rector of the church. 

Following the consecration, Pope 
Pius received Mgr. Cicognani, who 
presented several relatives and 
friends.

BRITISH JOBLESS DECREASE 


March Total 2,776,184, Drop of 80,- 
454 From February’s. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Offi- 
cially registered unemployed in 
Great Britain dropped during 
March, totaling 2,776,184; decrease 
of 80,454 from the February total, 
but 208,852 greater than for the 
corresponding month last year. 

In making the announcement, 
the Commerce Department said an 
improvement in the number of 
persons employed in Great Britain 
during March was also noted. Min- 
istry of Labor figures of March 20 
showed that a total of 9,443,000 in- 
sured persons between the ages of 
16 and 64 were estimated to be em- 
ployed in the country. This figure 
was 103,000 greater than that for 
the preceding month, but 74,000 
below March, 1932.

Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
* * I call your attention to the fact 
M that, although Congress has been in 
séeésion about six weeks, nothing has béen 
done to remove the causes of the depres- 
gion and the perilous plight of the pres- 
ent economic structure? Everything 80 
far is ah effort to readjust prices, 4s if 
they had any actual control over the 
situation or effect on the problem. Infla- 
tion of currency, money per capita, ratio 
of gold to silver, prices of commodities, 
tariffs, war debts, even the eighteenth 
amendment—these have nothing to do 
with the fundamental fact that the world 
has more workers than are needed to 
produce with machines the goods the 
world requires. 

It is still necessary that something 
should be done to apportion the labor and 
previde for a distribution of goods so 
that everyone will have a part in gainful 
employment and an adequate share of 
the harvest or output of mine and fac- 
tory. Thé arbitrary length of the yard- 
stick, cubic contents of the bushel, the 
grains of meta! in a gold dollar, are quite 
immaterial as long as they apply equally 
to all. The so-called 30-hour week is 
nothing but an attempt to divide a single 
pay envelope between two workers. 

Today 60 bushels of wheat will buy @ 
balé of cotton. Inflate prices, if you will, 
and even make them double what they 
are now, and it will still require 60 bush- 
els of whéat to buy a bale of cotton. So 
what does inflation accomplish? Merely 
this—that eventually workers would com- 
plain of the high cost of living, wages 
after a few years would go up and then 
capital would complain of the high cost 
of production and demand another in- 
crease of prices, starting the circle all 


over again. T.

High Cost of Bank Liquidations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 

T would appear from a recent Asso- 

ciated Press dispatch in your paper 
that the cost of liquidating defunct Mis- 
souri banks is a sorry tale. In reading 
this, I was reminded of a situation which 
is said to exist among a pack of hungry 
wolves; when one goes down, the rest 
pounce upon him and, lo, he is devoured 
to the last bone. 

Why should insult be added to injury? 
Why, if one is so unfortunate as to be a 
depositor in a closed bank, must he ac- 
cept, in addition to the hazard of collect- 
ing frozen assets, a high cost of liquida- 
tion? Is the one injury not enough with- 
out adding the other? Should the poor 
depositor, who is already the victim of 
a circumstance over which he has no 
control, be the prey of a species of hu- 
man vultures fostered by the state? 
Surely, here is an iniquity which stands 
in need of correction. 

If the officers of a closed bank have 
committed no breach of conduct, why 
should they not be required by law to 
liquidate the affairs of the bank at thw 
smallest possible cost to thé depositors? 
Or why could not this work be done by 
a committee of responsible local citizens 
who, no doubt, would be glad to serve 
for a very nominal fee; such, as for in- 
stance, our township boards serve our 
townships? Certainly consciéntious of- 
ficers of a defunct bank would do every- 
thing in their power to liquidate the 
bank at a low cost to the depositors, as 
would also a committee of local citizens. 

Such persons should be bonded and be 
required to report at regular intervals to 
our State Finance Department. They 
should also be required to report to the 
depositors. Now, the latter, who are 
vitally interested, are left mainly in the 
dark, and the matter drags on, much to 
the advantage of our State liquidators 
and their attorneys.

Thus we have the set-up of a legislative session 
chiefly characterized by the great numbers and the 
audacity of those who were there to influence proce- 
dure. In former: years lobbyists were under some 
survéillance at Jefferson City. Compelled to register, 
they were subjected to a degree of public scrutiny. 
The Governors of the State have sometimes de 
nounced and resisted the lobby, as Mr. Wilson notedly 
denounced and resisted the lobby at Washington. 
There has been nothing of this sort at Jefferson 
City in the four months since the present Legislature 
convened. The lobby has been big and brazep. It 
has not suffered the obloquy of official wrath; ; no 
effort has been made to whip it from the halls of 
legislation. The result was that the lobby fairly 
took precedence over the Assembly itself. On the 
night the Buford bill was driven through the House, 
the lobby was bold enough to invade the House 
chamber. 

It would be unfair to say that this great body 
of those seeking to influence the Legislature was in 
all cases unjustified. This was far from the case. 


‘Some of the bills in the Legislature were without a 


public motive. The people who were pushing them 
had other things in view. It was right and proper 
that the ifiterests which would have been harmed by 
vicious measures should defend themselves. Many of 
them did do so. Not every bill introduced in a legisla- 
tive session is without guile. The budding Machia- 
velli is just as common around state capitols as is 
the accomplished political manipulator around the 
national capitol. 

But the lobby at Jefferson City was not in the 
main a self-defensive body. Tlie lot of privilege in 
the United States has not been altogether happy 
since the depression set in. There is a growing re- 
sentment against all exploitation, a rising popular 
anger against every form of extortion. The Insull 
incident has given immense impétus to a revolt of 
the people against financial legerdemain. It brought 
to a succéssful conclusion the long and patient 
struggle which Senator Norris has made for public 
ownership of the hydro-electric plant at Mtiscle 
Shoals. It has given public ownership of the utilities 
a prestige which might otherwise have been delayed 
a quarter of a century. It has torn the mask from 
a species of profiteering which was not exceeded in 
another time by the Goulds, the Harrimans and the 
Fisks. 

In Missouri, as everywhere else in the United 
States, privilege felt it necessary to redouble its 
resistance against reform. In some of the states the 
utilities ovefdid it. Possessed of great funds, they 
oftentimes do this. They did it at Washington when 
Senator Walsh introduced his resolution to investi- 
gate the Power Trust. They were too péwerful, and 
so, in the end, defeated themselves. The utilities 
were too powerful at Jefferson City. They had too 
much money. They are at the moment victorious, 
but retribution is certain. They have sown the 
dragon's teeth, and from that seed shall arise the 
army which will battle for public ownership of all 
such properties. 

Unless we are mistaken, when the next Missouri 
Legislature meets we shall see some of the fruits of 
the session just ending. Karl Marx: says that capital 
in the end furnishes its own grave diggers, and so it 
has been at Jefferson City. 
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GEN. MAH LIVES AGAIN. 

There must be a dire penalty in the Japanese 
statutes for fooling the Mikado, and we will soon dis- 
cover what it is, as applied to the officers who last 
July assured the Son of Heaven that Gen. Mah, the 
redoubtable Chinese warrior, had been slain in battle. 
For Gen. Mah, after a rumored period of internment 
in Siberia, following the rejoicings in Tokio over his 
alleged demise, has bobbed up again, this time in 
Beflin. From that distant haven, he insists that the 
Chinese are “determined to fight to the bitter end.” 
This is reminiscent of his vow, soon after the Jap- 
anese invasion began, never to quit the field alive. 
A few days later, he outdistanced all his troops in 
retreat, and then became military adviser to Henry 
Pu-yi, head of Manchukuo. A truly Mah-velous 
soldier, this veteran of Oriental war and intrigue, and 
we hope he injects fresh interest into the Far Hast- 
ern cOmbat by getting into the fray again, on one 
or both sides. 
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THE LOUISIANA INVESTIGATION. 

Last February, a Senate investigating committee, 
under the chairmanship of the late Senator Howell 
of Nebraska, held a hearing in New Orleans to look 
into the election of Louisiana’s junior Senator, John 
Overton. The hearing lasted for 12 days, but it wads 
not concluded. Senator Long represented his colleague 
and Gen. Samuel T. Ansell was the counsel for the 
committee. It was charged that Overton’s election 
was brought about by unlawful practices on the part 
of Senator Long’s political machine and that Overton 
should be denied a seat. 

The hearing was marked by the bullying tactics 
and vituperation of Senatcr Long, who later abused 
Gen. Ansell from the floor of the United States Sen- 
ate, offering to waive immunity for his utterances. 
Gen. Ansell thereupon filed a $500,000 suit for slan- 
der, but Long, regardless of his offer, is now claim- 
ing immunity by reason of senatorial privilege. A 
move to vote funds for continuation of the investiga- 
tion some weeks ago was blocked by the objection of 
Senatér Clark of Missouri, of whose reasons for this 
action we are unaware. . 

It is strongly felt in Louisiana that a complete and 
searching inquiry into Overton's election would di- 
vulge important facts. A committee of Louisiana citi- 
zens is asking that the hearing be continued; that 
at least some part. of the continued investigation be 
held in Louisiana; and that fearless and determined 
counsel be appoitited to conduct it. 

We urge the Sénate to grant this request in view 
of the very serious charges that have been brought. 
In recent years, the Sénate has been commendably 
Jealous of the quality of its membership. It refused

The Harding 
and Coolidge administrations had little work for them 
and, as is well known, Mr. Hoover, early in his term, 
ignored the plea of more than 1000 economists for a 
veto of the Hawley-Smoot tariff. 

What, after all, is the use of the expert in the*so- 
cial sciences if he restricts himself to the abstract 
problems of theory? To be of real value, he must 
¢oncern himself with the realities about him. He 
must apply his knowledge. As Dr. Alvin Jéhngon, 
associate editor of the Encyclopedia of the 2* 
Sciences, writing in the first issue of the Economic 
Foruth, says, the future of the economist “lies in 
his ability to join with the enginéér, the business 
man, the financier, in working out practical pro- 
grams for controllifig the machinery of capitalism 
and employing it for the common good.” 

The time has passed when it could be said that 
human misery was an unfortunate but unavoidable 
product of our economic system. “Responsibility,” 
says the same writer, “must be established, either in 
existing organs or in new ones to be created: and 
until the organs have been created, responsibility 
rests with those who have the training and equip 
ment for analysis and social invention.” 

By this token, the seléction of scholars for duty, in 
government strengthens the promise of the New Deal. 
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PROTECTING SIGHT IN ILLINOIS. 

In signing a bill to require prophylactic treat- 
ment of new-born babies’ eyes as a preventive of 
blindness, Gov. Horner approves a measure vetoed 
two years ago by former Gov. Emmerson. That 
public..opinion in Illinois sides with the new Gov- 
ernor was clearly shown when the present Legisla- 
ture with a radically altered membership passed the 
bill by even larger majorities than jt enjoyed in the 
previous session. 

In answer to those who protest against what they 
call compulsory medication, Gov. Horner properly 
cites the heavy burden of blindness as a concern of 
the entire State. The 5100 persons on the blind 
pension roll each cost the taxpayers $1 a day. At 
the State School for the Blind are 265 students, each 
of whose care amounts to $900 a year. Other State 
activities for the blind run the annual tax supported 
outlays to considerably more than $2,000,000. 

The question of constitutionality is disposed of by 
Gov. Horner when he says, “There can be no test of 
constitutionality until the measure becomes a law.” 
There can be no doubt of the worthwhileness of such 
an enactmént, inasmuch as statutes in some 30 states 
either make mandatory such treatment or require it 
under certain conditions, while still others make it a 
matter of regulation by the State health authorities. 
The Missouri statute, on our lawbooks for years, re- 
quires not only prophylactic treatment, but makes 
mandatory a written report of compliance within 48 
hours. Belatedly Tittnois takes a humanitarian step. 
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STRAIGHT TALK FROM A SOLDIER. 

The country has grown so accustomed to hearing 
froin its military men pleas for greater and greater 
appropriations, on the ground of ufgent necessity, 
that it is startling to hear one of them now calling 
for economy and denouncing waste in the army. This 
forthright soldier is Major-General Johnson Hagood, 
commander of the Seventh Corps area and recognized 
aS an expert on military matters. Having said in 
public addresses that reforms in the service would 
be an “advantage to the national defense and a joy to 
the taxpayer,” Gen. Hagood was called before the 
House Military Committee, and repeated bis views, 
with amplification. 

Instead of demanding more money. for the army, 
Gen. Hagood thinks its funds can be cut $50,000,000 
@ year. Instead of calling for more administrators, 
he would eliminate a group of them, arid names the 
positions. “I have twice as many staff officers, clerks 
and orderlies as I need,” he had said previously, “but 
I cannot get rid of them under the existing set-up.” 
Now he adds that the whole organization is so top- 
heavy that it would collapse if war came. Gen. Ha- 
good admits he is in an “embarrassing position,” for 
le presumably has committed a breach of military 
etiquette in uttering his criticisms. Yet.the need for 
economy is so great that no offense should be charged 
against him. The value of his criticism is shown in 
the fact that Director of the Budget Douglas now has 
put much of it to use in his proposals for reducing 
army costs.

HOULD the light and power plants of 
§ this State be owned and operated by the 
municipalities? 

The proponents of municipally owned light 
plants have by far the better of the argu- 
ment. There is a chain of evidence tending 
to prove beyond a doubt that a town or city 
is wise when it decides to own and operate 
its own light plant. That all our gréat cities 
and almost every town of any size owns and 
operates its own water systeth is further 
proof of the soundness of the principle. 
More than 7000 cities today successfully 
operate one or more of their utilities. 

Here are some of the advantages of mu- 
nicipal ownership: (1) It requirés less cap- 
ital to establish a publicly owned plant 
than it does a privately owned one. Data 
collected by the Federal Government bears

Relief of Closed Banks 


By Editorial Research Reports. 


HE rate of reopenings of banks closed 
by the Roosevelt proclamation of 
March 6 has been slowed down within the 
last 10 days, and as a result additional pres- 
sure has been felt by the administration for 
some sweeping move which would give re- 
lief to depositors. It is generally assumed 
that a large number may not be reopened. 
The hope that a rise in security prices 


and a sufficient recovery of business would . 


provide an adequate market for assets now 
frozen is still held; but the fact that nearly 
15 per cent of the total bank deposits, as 
of the. beginning of the year, is still tied -p 
operates against a recovery. 

The experience of communities where, af- 
ter the moratorium, the trend was changed 
from bank closings to bank reopenings, was 
that long overdue bills were paid and busi- 
ness activity was considerably stimulated. 
It is contended that if a country-wide plan 
were devised wheréunder_even a percent- 
age of frozen deposits could be immediate- 
ly released, a much-needed impulse toward 
business recovery would result. 

The most pressing problem in connection 
with the closed banks is to find a method 
of placing a conservative, though a higher, 
value on frozen assets, and, through some 
method of refinancing, giving depositors 4s 
nearly 100 centd on the dollar as may bo 
possible. Any such plan would involve 


holding frozen assets until business condi- 


tions definitely improve. 


Many relief plans have been proposed to 
Congress, to the Treasury and to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, including demands for 
outright indemnification. However, the !es- 
islative situation is well under control by 
the Senate Finance Committee and the ad- 
ministration. The Glass banking bill, 43 
passed by the Senate Jan. 25, 1933, con- 
tained a — for a “Federal liquidat- 
ing corporation,” to take over the assets of 
failed banks and permit more rapid repay- 
ment to depositors. The new Glass Dill, 
Soon to be reported to the Senate, is said 
to contain a similar provision, giving 4¢- 
positors, however, in addition to whatever 
percentage of cash the liquid assets would 
provide, an opportunity to realize on en- 
hancement of the value of frozen assets 
with the progress of business recovery. 

. A plan which has received serious con- 
sideration would have a liquidating cor- 
poration, financed by the Treasury and by 
an issue of bonds or debentures, take over 
the assets ‘of all closed banks. It proposes 
the issuance to depositors of “certificates 
of participation,” comprising a first lien 
upon frozen assets, based on an appraisal 
of their value over a five-year or 10-year 
period, in addition to whatever cash would 
be available immediately. These certifi- 
cates would be subject to market fluctua- 
tions, but since it is proposed to authoriz¢

Denounce Protestant 
Church Union Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 24.—The Supreme 
Council of the German Protestant 
Church has protested to President 
von Hindenburg and Chancellor 
Hitler against Hitler’s National So- 
cialist proposals to put the church 
under the wing of the Government. 

The protest followed the appoint- 
ment Saturday by the National So- 
cialist Premier of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin of Walter Blohm as State 
Church Commissioner. In the face 
of opposition, Blohm said he would 
do nothing until the Government 
and church ironed out their differ- 
ences. 

Pastors in all of the Protestant 
Churches at Rostock, most impor- 
tant city in Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
preached yesterday on the danger 
in the action of installing a church 
commissioner. The pastors warned 
against “forced encroachment” by 
the Government and asserted the 
action was inconsistent with Hit- 
ler’s promise not to interfere with 
the independence of the church. 

In furtherance of National So- 
cialist efforts to control Protestant 
German church life and to create 
a United German Evangelical 
Church Union, Hermann Kapler, 
president of the German Evangeli- 
cal Church Commission, has sum- 
moned leading theologians and pas- 
tors as advisers to co-operate in the 
drafting of a new Protestant con- 
stitution. It was reported Hitler 
and Kapler, would meet tomorrow. 

A communique telling of the 
summoning of the advisers said 
that a United German -Evangelical 
Church would be formed on the ba- 
sis of the strictest observance of 
the rights of faith. It also was 
emphasized that the church should 
retain full powers required for cul- 
tivation of the entire German 
Evangelical Church life and its re- 
lation to the people and the State.

Dear B. E. a.: A too strong 
bleach might be irritating, even 
acutally injurious to your skin. It 
is far better to dim the freckles 
gradually, using a mild bleach 
at first, and changing to a stronger 
oné as your skin becomes accus- 
tomed to it. I would suggest that 
you start with either lemon ju 

and peroxide (half and half) or 
one drop of ammonia to one tea- 
spoonful of hydrogen peroxide. 
Pat the solution on the skin, al- 
low to dry and massage with a 
nourishing credm or skin. food.
